You  served  at  least  one  exceptionally  good 
purpose  last  year.  If  it  had  not  been  for  you 
partly,  I  might  still  be  drilling  on  sentence 
structure  and  punctuation.  Although  I  am 
not  exactly  perfect  along  that  line  now,  you 
brought  about  an  improvement,  I  think.  As 
it  is,  I  am  writing  flowery  descriptions  and 
compiling  a  series  of  short  stories.  The  de- 
scriptions have  been  so  numerous,  indeed,  that 
often  the  characteristics  of  my  defenseless 
friends  have  to  furnish  the  inspiration  for  their 
composition.  Even  that  material  has  to  be 
redecorated  and  enlarged  upon.  The  one  re- 
striction on  the  short  stories  is  that  they  be 
not  sensational  material  for  a  "movie"  film.

the  paper  on  the  right.  As  for  the  rest  of 
the  work,  it  is  merely  a  review  in  grammar 
and  rhetoric,  with  now  and  then,  a  little  cur- 
rent magazine  work. 


There  is  one  thing  that  I  should  like  to  say 
here  to  the  under  classmen,  and  that  is  to 
try  and  decide  to  what  college  you  are  going, 
if  you  expect  to  attend  any,  and  choose  the 
course  you  wish  to  take.  Plan  your  high 
school  course  accordingly.  If  you  do  that 
you  may  be  sure  that,  in  order  to  secure  col- 
lege credit  for  a  certain  subject  in  your  course, 
you  will  not  be  required  to  take  it  over  after 
having  completed  it  in  high  school.  I  know 
that  if  I  had  decided  early,  as  Mr.  Briggs 
wished  us  all  to  do,  that  everything  would  not 
have  happened  to  me  as  it  did. 

I  wish  the  Annual  a  most  prosperous  year 
and  many  more  equally  as  good.

^  I  '  HE  BIOLOGY  CLUB  has  just  closed  one  of  its  most  successful 
years.  Although  not  so  well  known  as  many  other  organiza- 
tions, they  fully  merit  recognition  by  more  than  a  passing  word.  Their 
work  is  not  of  that  type  which  brings  results  in  a  moment,  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  work  requires  several  years  to  complete.  They  are 
still  doing  more  and  more  on  the  work  which  was  started  when  the 
society  was  organized. 

The  Division  of  Botany  is  working  on  the  identification  of  our 
wild  flowers,  shrubs,  trees,  and  vines.  This  work  is  never  completed, 
for  each  year  sees  more  new  plants  added  to  the  list,  or  old  names  are 
verified.  The  society  has  attempted  something  new  this  year.  Mr.  P. 
B.  Riis,  superintendent  of  City  Parks,  stiggested  that  a  survey  of  the 
trees  of  Rockford  be  made.  Toward  this  work  the  Botany  Division 
has  mapped  every  tree  in  twenty-six  of  our  city  blocks. 

The  Division  of  Zoology  has  worked  along  a  similar  line. 
Throughout  the  year  insects  are  collected,  accurately  named,  and  re- 
corded. This  work  will  be  of  great  value  as  in  later  years  they  may 
determine  which,  if  any,  of  our  insect  pests  are  dying  out.  Mammals 
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of  our  region  are  observed,  and  each  year  new  data  as  to  distribution 
and  habits  is  obtained.  Records  of  the  spring  migration  of  birds  are 
kept. 

Aside  from  the  purely  studious  side  they  have  recreation.  The 
field  trips  occurring  every  week  in  the  spring,  and  occasionally  in 
the  fall,  give  ample  chance  for  exercise  in  walking,  and,  as  is  often  the 
case,  running,  (mostly  for  the  car).  For  the  girls  there  is  the  joy  of 
picking  flowers,  and  for  the  boys,  snakes,  toads,  and  frogs  lend  a  spice 
to  the  other  events. 

The  famous  "Dog  Roasts"  are  wonderful  events.  No  one  cares 
how  he  or  she  looks,  the  faculty  put  aside  all  formality,  everybody 
knows  everybody  else,  and  everybody  has  more  fun  than  everybody 
else. 
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"Y^  TE  have  just  finished  Chapter  Two  of  the  Glee  Club's  history. 

As  we  review  it,  we  can  not  help  but  think  and  say  that  good 
old  Rockford  High  may  well  be  proud  of  this  organization. 

We  started  last  fall  with  only  fifteen  members,  but  it  was  not 
long  before  we  had  a  full  quota  of  active  members.  This  year  only 
three  members  graduate,  so  the  club  of  '16  should  be  far  better  than 
that  of  this  year. 

Our  most  notable  events  along  a  musical  line  were  two  concerts 
at  Winnebago,  one  at  Argyle,  and  two  at  home.  The  two  concerts 
at  Winnebago  were  distinct  successes,  and  the  one  at  Argyle  Avas  a 
repetition  of  the  home  concert. 

The  home  concert  was  a  "screaming  success."  From  start  to 
finish  it  was  characterized  by  an  excessive  amount  of  "pep"  and  en- 
ergy. The  overture  was  full  of  novelties,  the  solos  were  well  received 
by  an  enthusiastic  audience,  and  the  other  numbers  by  the  club  itself 
could  hardly  have  been  better.  Many  people  have  remarked  that  the 
work  of  the  club  would  compare  very  favorably  with  that  of  any  col- 
lege club  that  has  as  yet  visited  us.

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nr'HE  YEAR  1915  marked  a  revival  in  Wireless  Telegraphy  in  our 
school.  The  Wireless  Club  has  had  a  hard  time  of  it  ever  since 
it  Avas  founded,  about  four  years  ago.  Each  year  a  new  call  for  mem- 
bers had  to  be  made,  and  a  new  club  was  started.  The  founders  had 
not  taken  the  trouble  to  make  it  a  permanent  organization.

They  elected  no  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
when  June  came,  and  so  each  year  the  club  was  handicapped  by  hav- 
ing to  form  anew. 

We  believe  we  have  made  a  success  of  it  this  year,  ^^"e  have 
adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws.  We  have  selected  a  seal  and  pin. 
We  have  developed  the  sending  equipment  to  the  highest  degree  of 
efficiency  possible,  and  what  is  more,  we  have  formed  a  permanent 
organization  which  will  live  if  the  student  body  gives  its  support. 

That  wireless  telegraphy  is  practicable,  that  it  is  an  every  day 
reality  far  in  advance  of  the  telegraph  and  telephone,  was  proven  by 
the  Wireless  Club  in  sending  out  the  scores  of  the  basketball  tourna- 
ment in  March.  This  is  the  first  time  Ave  haA-e  had  to  shoAV  the  peo- 
ple of  Rockford  the  practicability  of  wireless  telegraphy.  The  scores 
and  particulars  sent  out  after  each  game  by  the  high  school  station 
Avere  receiA-ed  in  Polo,  Elgin,  Beloit,  Freeport,  SaAanna,  and  many 
other  stations  in  an  eighty-mile  radius.  Many  letters  and  post  cards 
expressing  thanks  were  receiA-ed.  The  AA'riters  stated  that  they  had 
no  difficulty  in  getting  the  results  and  that  they  arrived  much  quicker 
than  those  by  telegraph  and  telephone.  To  send  the  reports  to  all  the 
tOAvns  by  telegraph  or  telephone  Avould  haA-e  cost  a  fortune,  but  con- 
sulting the  meter  Ave  find  it  cost  us  only  eighteen  cents. 
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All  through  the  year  a  course  of  study  of  wireless  electricity  has 
been  followed.  As  a  result  the  members  have  a  very  good  knowledge 
of  the  numerous  phases  of  this  interesting  study. 

AVe  have  given  the  Wireless  Club  a  fine  start,  better  than  it  has 
ever  had  before.  We  have  developed  the  high  school  apparatus  to 
such  a  prfection  that  it  is  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the  best  amateur  sta- 
tion in  Illinois.  It  remains  with  the  class  of  1916  to  keep  up  the 
standard,  and  progress  further.

A  NOTHER  year  of  Athletics  is  at  a  close.    We  did  not  win  an)^

ONE  hungry-looking,  lean  Sophomore  blustered  into  C.  P.  Briggs' 
office  and  said  unto  him  :  "I  need  credits.    I  need  a  better  view 
of  the  Roman  life  and  manners ;  in  other  words  I  flunked  Rom- 
an History  last  semester.    C.  P.  looked  into  the  visage  of  this  youth 
and  said :    "Yea,  brother,  I  find  you  woefully  deficient  in  credits. 
What  yould  you  have  me  do  to  remedy  this  defect  of  yours? 

"I  would  have  you,  said  this  starkling,  install  a  school  of  learning 
during  the  summer  months."  Yea,  said  C.  P.,  and  you  would  be  one 
of  the  converts." 

"Yes,"  said  he  who  was  minus  one-half  credit,  "I  shall  study  as  I 
have  never  before."

*'  I  '  HIS  PAST  YEAR  saw  the  enlargement  of  our  school  by  the 
latest  addition  on  Madison  and  Walnut  Streets.  Among  other 
conveniences  it  gave  us  one  thing  that  we  have  needed  since  the  first 
High  School  was  built,  a  boys'  gymnasium.  We  have  dreamed  of  it 
for  years,  and  now  our  dreams  have  come  true. 

Our  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  largest  and  finest  High  School 
gyms  in  the  state.  We  are  all  proud  of  it;  but  it  means  most  to  the 
youngsters  who  enter  their  Freshman  year  and  are  allowed  to  step 
right  into  the  gymnasium  work  and  develop  into  future  athletes. 

Let  us  step  into  the  gym  some  class  period.  Here  one  boy  comes 
pell-mell  into  the  gym  from  the  locker  rooms.  Does  he  sit  down  along 
the  walls?  Oh,  no,  far  be  it  from  that.  He  runs  for  the  rings  if  no 
one  is  using  them  ;  otherwise  to  the  traveling  rings,  where  a  steady  line 
of  boys  are  waiting  their  turn  to  "travel."  Then  some  are  "milling" 
on  the  track  above.  Some  are  passing  a  bunch  of  keys  for  a  basket- 
ball in  their  special  line  of  diversion. 

Whistle!  "Inline!" 

Here  I  must  mention  a  new  system  of  roll  call  put  into  use  by  Mr. 
Winters.  The  floor  to  the  east  of  the  side  lines  has  been  numbered 
from  1  to  54.  Each  boy  is  assigned  a  number,  at  which  he  takes  his 
position  at  the  blowing  of  the  whistle.

Then  here  we  may  go  through  the  many  body  exercises  or  the 
following  orders  are  given. 

"Open  order — 1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6."  (From  this  position  we  may  go 
through  the  arm  movements  or  the  wand  drill.) 

"Close  order— 1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6." 

"Mark  time  Squad,  forward  march !  Column  left — march ! 
Squad  halt! 

"Ones,  forward  march.  Twos  forward  march.  Threes  forward 
march.    Fours,  forward  march  !    Squad,  halt ! 

Short  relays  are  sometimes  run  between  each  squad  member. 
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Whistle! 

"Five  minutes  in  the  pool !  (That  sounds  fine  when  we  have  gone 
through  exercises  which  heat  the  body.) 

In  the  pool  everyone  enjoys  himself.  After  a  soap  bath  and 
shower  we  dive  to  the  bottom  of  the  pool :  race  up  and  down  the  pool 
a  few  times,  and  then  are  ready  to  take  another  shower  and  dress 
when  the  whistle  blows  again. 

The  girls  also  use  the  swimming  pool  on  certain  days  in  the 
week. 

Exercise  does  much  to  make  study  interesting.  After  an  hour  in 
the  gym  and  pool,  the  boys  return  to  their  next  hour's  studies  with  a 
fresher  body  and  mind. 

Mr.  Winters  is  to  be  commended  for  making  the  gym  work  so 
interesting.  Mr.  Adelbert  Dennis,  '14,  also  has  aided  greatly  in  the 
boys'  gym  work.   We  wish  him  much  success  in  his  future  work.

We  as  the  class  of  1,915,  are  indeed  grateful  to  ]Miss  Giddings  for 
the  work  she  has  done  for  us,  and  are  glad  that  the  inspiration  came 
to  her  in  1915  instead  of  in  some  other  year. 

Synopsis  of  "A  Tale  of  the  Forest  City,"  or  The  Pageant. 

The  "Spirit  of  Rock  River"  begins  the  history  by  a  short  prelude. 

The  action  begins  with  an  Indian  scene.  The  Winnebagoes  are 
returning  from  Prairie  du  Chien  with  their  gold  from  the  government, 
squaws  with  papooses,  chiefs,  warriers,  Indian  ponies  and  men  loaded 
with  baggage.  The  men  come  up  from  the  river  with  their  canoes, 
and  make  a  portage  to  the  camp.  Hononegah  is  with  them.  A  typical 
Indian  scene  follows.  From  behind  the  trees.  Black  Hawk  and  his 
men  appear,  with  war  hoots  and  tomtoms.  The  chief  of  the  Winne- 
bagoes makes  the  sign  of  peace  and  welcomes  them.  After  a  short 
time  of  discussion,  the  two  tribes  decide  to  go  on  the  war  path  to- 
gether, with  Black  Hawk  as  their  prisoner  and  Stephen  ]\Iack  as  their 
guide.  The  Winnebagoes  do  not  like  Mack,  and  after  Black  Hawk 
and  his  warriors  leave ;  the  former  tie  Mack  to  a  tree. 

Hononegah,  the  Indian  princess,  who  from  first  sight  of  him  has 
loved  him,  watches  her  chance  and  cuts  the  ropes.  As  a  token  of 
gratitude  he  gives  her  a  string  of  beads,  then  hurries  away. 

The  "Spirit"  then  tells  of  the  Black  Hawk  wars,  and  how  Mack 
again  joins  Black  Hawk. 

At  the  close  of  the  wars,  Blackhawk,  led  by  Colonels  Dixon  and 
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Stillman,  stops  at  an  Indian  village  and  makes  his  farewell  address. 
After  they  leave  the  chief  of  the  Winnebagoes  gives  his  daughter 
Hononegah  to  Mack  for  a  wife. 

The  "Spirit"  then  tells  how  Germanicus  Kent  and  Thatcher 
Blake  came  here  and  started  a  settlement.  Symbolic  characters  called 
'Waterpower,"  "Rich  Lands,"  and  "Forests"  follow.  A  prairie 
schooner  with  pioneers  follow,  as  do  girls  dressed  in  1830  costumes, 
who  illustrate  the  household  arts  of  that  period. 

The  "Spirit"  relates  things  of  importance  between  1834  and  1860. 
Symbolic  characters,  "Prosperity,"  "Equality,"  "Peace"  and  "Relig- 
ious Liberty"  appear,  and  immigrants  begin  to  migrate. 

First  comes  the  Swedes,  among  whom  is  Pastor  Peters,  a  great 
religious  worker.  The  Germans,  Irish  and  Scotch  follow.  Folk  danc- 
ing by  girls  in  native  costumes  take  place. 

From  the  east  comes  Miss  Sill,  founder  of  Rockford  College. 
Along  with  her  comes  the  symbolic  characters  "Culture,"  "Music," 
"Painting"  and  "Library." 

Emerson,  Blinn  and  Manny  then  discuss  with  Lincoln  the  ■Manny 
thresher. 

The  soldiers'  encampment  on  National  Avenue  is  then  seen  with 
Col.  Nevius  and  officers  from  the  U.  S.  Army  present.  Col.  Ellsworth's 
Zouaves  are  being  drilled. 

The  "Spirit"  then  relates  incidents  from  the  war,  and  the  final  vic- 
tory of  the  Union.  War  songs  are  then  sung.  Many  men  are  suppos- 
ed to  have  been  killed  in  the  war,  and  while  the  band  plays  "The  L'n- 
ion  Forever,"  girls  dressed  in  deep  mourning,  kneel  and  put  flags  on 
pretended  graves. 

Nelson  then  appears  with  his  knitting  machine.  The  people  are 
delighted  with  it,  but  people  to  run  it  are  needed.  Italians,  Poles  and 
Lithuanians  then  come  to  this  country,  and  girls  in  native  costume 
give  folk  dances. 

The  "Spirit"  then  tells  of  the  growth  of  public  welfare,  culture, 
and  the  fight  for  moral  betterment.  Symbolic  characters  of  "Drunken- 
ness," "Greed"  and  "Ignorance"  appear,  but  three  Knights  ride  forth 
from  the  woods  and  conquer  them.  These  Knights  are  "Sobriety," 
"Knowledge,"  and  "Altruism." 

As  an  ending  all  the  characters  pass  before  the  audience  in  the 
reverse  order,  while  the  band  plays  a  national  air.

After  some  time  it  is  discovered  that  Bradley,  through  a  mistake  of 
the  telegraph  operator,  has  learned  "Fenderson,"  the  part  cast  for  Bar- 
low instead  of  Henderson's  part.  Much  confusion  ensues  and  the  irate 
stage  manager  is  heaping  all  sorts  of  abuse  upon  the  missing  Hender- 
son, when  the  latter  appears.  He  denies  having  telegraphed  that  he 
could  not  appear  at  the  performance,  and  proves  it  by  finding  two 
words  upon  the  back  of  his  message  to  Yardsley,  making  it  read: 
"Will  be  unable  to  appear  at  rehearsal."

Among  other  things  he 
charged  her  with  having  thrown  cups,  saucers,  plates,  etc.,  at  his 
pate.

Emblem :   White  Skull  on  Black  Background. 
This  stunt  was  a  take-off  on  "Hamlet."    Hamlet  and  Laertes 
each  vowed  that  Ophelia  had  promised  to  attend  the  Junior-Senior 
party  with  him.

Emblem :    Red  Pepper. 
The  setting  was  a  gypsy  camp  with  an  old  woman  as  "Alirror,"

or  fortune  teller.  This  being  given  by  a  Junior  class,  they  naturally 
had  brilliant  futures  ;  in  fact — they  were  going  to  run  the  world.

HOW  TO  READ  BOOKS. 

In  treating  this  subject  a  person  should  always  remember  two 
things :  First,  make  reading  a  business,  not  a  recreation ;  second,  the 
more  exciting  the  reading  the  better. 

The  first  thing  to  do  when  you  pick  up  a  book  is  to  see  who  the 
author  is.  Then  hold  the  book  firmly  with  the  left  hand,  leaving  the 
right  hand  free  to  turn  the  leaves  speedily,  thus  not  wasting  any  time 
unnecessarily. 

If  you  don't  understand  a  word,  don't  look  it  up  in  the  dictionary, 
wasting  time  thusly,  but  just  keep  on  reading,  and  you  soon  will  forget 
all  about  the  word,  and  you  won't  lose  any  sleep  over  it,  either.  It  is 
usually  the  best  policy  to  begin  on  the  first  page,  but  if  the  reading  is 
sort  of  dry,  skip  four  or  five  pages  and  by  this  method  you  will  finish 
the  book  sooner. 

Most  people  have  the  false  notion  that  the  proper  way  to  obtain 
knowledge  from  a  book  is  to  study  it,  but  don't  do  this.  Read  the 
book  according  to  previous  directions  and  you  can  quote  passages 
from  the  book  quite  as  fluently  as  any  other  antiquated  bookworm. 
This  is  a  concrete  age  and  if  you  will  look  up  the  word  conkrete  in  the 
old  Phoenician  language,  (from  which  the  word  concrete  is  derived), 
you  will  find  that  it  means  "Quantity  not  Quality."  So  if  you  have 
civic  pride  and  are  patriotic,  live  up  to  the  motto  of  our  time,  and  by 
fast  reading  you  can  do  more  in  the  literary  line  and  by  so  doing  will 
enoble  your  life.

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  girls  of  today  do  not  real- 
ize what  it  means  to  keep  a  husband  in  perfect  harmony  with  her  own 
ideas. 

When  asked  what  kind  of  a  man  she  would  marry,  Miss  Sade- 
water said  in  a  convincing  manner:  "It  may  be  that  I  have  thought 
more  of  this  than  the  average  girl  of  today,  but  I  find  that  the  man  i 
will  marry  must  be  a  perfect  specimen  mentally,  morally,  ph3^sical]y. 
and  financially.  He  must  be  of  good  family,  and  a  descendent  of  an 
old,  aristocratic  family.  He  must  have  enough  intelligence  to  dress 
correctly  and  drive  my  automobile.  He  must  be  afifiliated  with  some 
insurance  company  and  must  have  very  little  business  ability.  He 
must  dance  gracefully,  be  able  to  come  up  to  standard  athletic  re- 
quirements and  must  agree  never  to  use  a  self-starting  car.  Besides 
these  things  he  must  have  all  the  virtues  previously  named."
